It would not be so hard,” she went on to 
say, if we had plenty of them. but we have 
to skimp ourselves so much that we go hungry 
most of the time. We can’t hold out much 
longer, But, mind you, I don’t want my man to 
‘ blackleg.’ I don't want him to go down in 
the mine until the strike is over. We have 
had no relief from the committee, but they 
say it will bé here tomorrow.”’ 

A number of other houses were visited, but 
the women refused to talk. At Caseyville and 
Perth several of the strikers admitted that 
they had been living ou one and two spare 
meals a day. Some of them said they would 
starve before they would give in, but others 
said if the relief dia not come in larger 
quantities and oftener they would give in. 

Looking for an End Monday. 

The operators say they do not think the 
strike will last longer than Sunday, unless the 
Eastern miners should send in a large amount 
of money. They claim to have information to 
the effect that the money will not come, as it 
has not been raised yet. They are confident 
that the strike is on its last legs. 

Samuel Anderson, an old Scotchman who 

has worked in the mines for thirty-eight years 
and who is authority among the miners, 
was seen toni He has taken no part as a 
leader in this strike. 
Iwill not give you my views on the situa- 
tion, he said, but if there was a mass- 
meeting “of the miners I would tell them 
mighty quick. I never saw a more deter- 
mined lot of men than they were for the first 
six weeks of the strike. But the aid did not 
come in as it should. What they have received 
has amounted to little or nothing. The men 
can’t live on promises. It is too bad, but it 
can’t be helped. A man can’t stand by and 
see his family starve.”’ 

It is said that there will be a mass-meeting 
of strikers in the Brazil Court-House within 
the next day or two, and that then the leaders 
will either declare the strike off or appeal to 
the men to hold out for a while longer to see 
if the Hocking Valley, Kentucky, and Illinois 
miners will not send money to their rescue. 
It is the general belief among the miners all 
over the county that if money were to be sent 
in now in sufficient quantities the break 
in their ranks could be stopped. It will, how- 
ever, take something more than promises. 
They have had little but promises so far and 
have lost confidence in the leaders.

ASK FOR WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 


American Federation of Labor Desire an 
Addition to the Constitution. 

BrruineuaM, Ala., Dec. 18.—The conven- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor to- 
day adopted & resolution favormg a woman’s 
suffrage amendment to the Constitution. The 
convention refused to adopt a resolution rec- 
ommending political action on the part of 
trades unions. A resolution was passed de- 
manding that no further subsidy be paid the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company unless the 
company discharge all Chinese and Japanese 
in its service. Also a resolution to amend the 
Shipping act of 1890 so as to make vessels 
liable in damages for cruelty to sailors at the 
hands of officers. 

The convention elected officers. President 
Gompers was reélected President, receiving 
1,386 votes, inst 535 for J. H. Barth of 
Wheeling and 18 for August Delabar of New 
York. Delabar withdrew his name before 
the vote. A motion to make Gompers’ elec- 
tion unaniinious was objected to. The other 
officers are:

JOHN CLARK BELIEVED TO BE MESSNER. 


A Rockford Criminal Said to Be the Man 
Who Murdered Reininger. 

Rocxrorp, III., Dec, 18.—! Special. ]|—A man 
going by the name of John Clark, but believed 
by the polieé to be Charies Messner, was ar- 
rested here today: Clark has been serving a 
term in the county jail for petty larceny, being 
liberated Tuesday. Wednesday he went into 
a newspaper office in this city and stated that 
an Elgin man named Charles Messner had 
confessed to him that he murdered a man 
named S. Reininger near tke Illinois Central 
tracks south of Chicago two years ago, for 
whith William E. Purdy has been convicted 
and is now under sentence of death.

The ticket is a strong one. Mr. Foster is a 
born leader, a small, wiry, but vigorous man 
of great determination, of provincial training. 
but liberal views. W. S. Parkerson, in second- 
ing his nomination, said: The city had not 
been heard from, but they could not allow the 
occasion to pass by. Knowing Murphy Foster 
as a boy, and having fallowed his career, 
he seconded the nomination.” He 
also destred to say that “as three 
years ago the people of New Orleans swept 
from power the people who long ruled there, 
they will do so again under Foster’s leader- 
ship. Although there may be fraud and 
bribery there will. be no intimidation, and 
New Orleans will give Foster 1,000 majori‘y.”’ 

Charles Parlange, the candidate for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, is a brillians young lawyer of 
courtly manners and fine oe He is a 
Creole of Pointe Coupée- and was United 
States District Attorney under President 
Cleveland. Cunningham, who is named for 
the same office he held during Gov. McEnery’s 
former term, is Red River’s representative, a 
strong lawyer, aggressive in his methods, and 
a physical giant. Pickett, named for State 
Treasurer, is charged with having some Re- 
publican antecedents. Lafargue, for Super- 
intendent of Education, is an experienced 
country editor. 

Will Not Tolerate Lotteries, 

The platform is brief, but covers all neces- 
sary ground.

No Demo- 
cratic platform should be adopted which does 
not condemn and denounce all lotteries untilthey 
shall have ceaséd to exist in Louisiana. nor 
should any Democrat vote for any State, legisla- 
tive, or judicial officer who is not unalterably op- 
posed to lotteries and pledged to promote the 
passage of laws which will secure their suppres- 
sions 

To the maintenance of these principles and 
polity this convention pledges its united and indi- 
vidual support, and confidently appeals to the 
Democrats of Louisiana to move on in solid pha- 
lanx to assured victory.

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‘TO LEAVE THE BENCH. 


JUDGE HENRY W. BLODGETT TO | 
GO INTO LIFE-INSURANCE, 


Capitalists Propose to on a Mammoth 
Company in Chicago and to Make the 
Judge Its Executive Head — He Talks 
Guardedly About the Matter — Several 
Men Declare That the Concern Is a Sure 
Go, and That Chicago Will Be Proud Of 
It. 


Judge Henry W. Blodgett of the United 
States District Court, who has held this judi- 
cial position for the last twenty-two years 
and whose decisions have exercised:a marked 
influence on the commercial interests of the 
central portion of the United States, will in 
all probability resign his position on the bench 
at an early day to accept the presidenay of a 
new life insurance company to be organized 
in Chicago, 

Judge Blodgett said: 

„Well. there is nothing definitely settled 
about my leaving the bench to accept the 
position you name. I have been cn the Fed- 
éral bench a long time, and the business here 
is increasing, as it is in all the Federal Courts. 
Our country grows and htigation develops 
with it. I feel that I am moving along toward

the evening of life. The questions frequently 
suggests themselves to me: ‘Shall I continue 
forever in this rut, with its incessant demands, 
its continuous toll? Should I drop out of 
this work, which has engaged my best endeav- 
ors for so many years, would I best ‘retire or 
drop into some other business? 

I notice that those Federal Judges who 
quit the bench and drop into retirement be- 
come discontented. Now, there was Judge 
Drummond. He quit the bench and stepped 
into nothing. It was like throwing off the 
belt but still allowing the machinery to run. 
I can imagine him sitting in his rocking-chair 
looking out at the window and thinking. His 
thoughts, of course, reverted to himself. He 
drew out in memory the active, exciting, rest- 
less scenes he had been a prominent actor in, 
and the probabilities are that his conclusions, 
comparing his recent active life with his then 
passive existence, disheartened and dispirited 
him, for the mind certainly becomes a 
creature of habit. Soon after his retirement 
he passed away. A man who has led an active, 
thinking life for many years cannot with 
safety to his physical health suddenly stop the 
mental wheels, This course of thinking must 
come to all men when the sun of life reaches 
over in the afternoon side.

J am not telling you that I have decided 
to accept any such position. I merely talk in 
a sort of meditative way over the matter. I 
ean readily conceive that by changing in such 
a way my line of thought with the change of 
occupation or profession, whichever it may be 
termed, by its very novelty would be interest- 
ing. The mind often tires of one continuous 
strain of thought which runs through many 
years. 

J reiterate that I have come to no decision 
in the matter. Nothing is definitely settled 
about it. 
I have been considering it. 

All efforts to learn who are the promoters 
of the new life insurance company were futile, 
except that several leading capitalists of the 
city gave the assurance that the enterprise was 
well advanced and that several of the wealth- 
iest men of the West, as well as the most 
widely-known insurance experts of the day, 
were interested. 

As to the executive ability of Judge Blodgett 
that is a matter of judicial history. The 
bankruptcy proceedings affecting the Central 
United States took place largely under his 
eye. The vast interests of railroads, while in 
the hands of receivers, which have been hand- 
led by Judge Bledgett, set another stamp on 
his preéminent executive ability.

SOPER’S CASE WILL BE INVESTIGATED. 


Democratic Efforts to Prevent a Complete 
Expose Thwarted. 

Lanstna, Mich., Dec. 18,—[Special.]—Gov. 
Winans and his fellow State officials are not 
going to be permitted to dispose of the Soper 
case in their own sweet way. As the matter 
stood this evening the report of the commit- 
tee appointed yesterday to examine into the 
affairs of thie Secretary of State’s office would 
become the personal property of a coterie of 
Democratic, officials when made, to be given 
out or smothered as the spirit moved, or rath- 
er as the condition of things found to exist 
seemed to make it expedient, The change of 
program occurred this evening when Judge 
Rollin H. Person of this judicial circuit in re- 
sponse to a query announced that he would on 
the convening of court tomorrow morning 
call the attention of Prosecut.ng-Attorney 
Prosser to the matter and order him to attend 
all meetings of the committee as a representa- 
tive of the ple, and if the charges of mal- 
feasance in the way of appropriating public 
funds to his own use, which were included in 
Mayor Johnson’s charges against Soper, were 
sustained, to at once institute criminal pro- 
ceedings against the deposed official. The 
Prosecuting Attorney had anticipated Judge 
Person’s proposed action, and says he will see 
that the interests of the people are zealously 
guarded and that no damagmg facts which 
may be brought out by the investigation are 
concealed, and, further, that action will be 
commenced if grounds thereforare developed. 

The attitude of Gov. Winans and other 
State officials ia connection with this affair is 
not an enviable one. In an interview today 
the Governor said that the worst feature of 
the matter was Soper’s “‘ reckless purchase of 
supplies, including among other things a 
number of folding beds, and yet one of these 
identical beds occupies a conspicuous position 
in Gov. Winans’ private where it has

LIQUOR-SKLLERS ACQUITTED. 


A Jury Decides That PF. F. Ryan and Other 
Merchauts Did Not Violate the Law. 

Recently several prosecutions against the 
venders of bottled goods have been begun at 
the instigation. of the Liquor-Dealers’ Pro- 
tective Association. Dry goods men and 
grocers who have been selling such goods in 
quantities less than one gallon under a 
wholesale license have so far been the people 
prosecuted. The Fair, Siegel & Cooper, the 
Boston Store, and Fish, Joseph & Co., some 
of the defendants, have taken out a saloon 
license. 

The cases against P. F. Ryan, Ragensburg 
& Son, Darmstater & Frosheim, and others 
were continued on several occasions in Justice 
Glennon’s court, and ultimately a change of 
venue was taken to Justice D. J, Lyon’s court, 
where a a jury was allowed the defendants.

Hale, Secretary of the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, testified that he was employed by the

The lawyers for the defense showed that the 
city authorities, after having understood the 
nature of the business to be pursued by de- 
fendants, had granted them a license, and ac- 
cepted a consideration of $250. They argued 
that the Dram Shop act exclusively applied to 
barrooms,,and that the defendants, after hav- 
ing done their best to comply with the law, 
were not guilty of any criminal offense.

Her husband deserted her 
several weeks ago and she hud not seen him 
since.

HORSE WITHOUT A SCRATCH. 


The Tamer Uses a Whip and Big Pistol and 
Jalias Submits Like a Lamb—A $7,500 
Crowd, but Noisy and Disappointed at 


the Absence of Blood— Preliminary An- 


tics of the Beast Prove to Be an Equine

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coinage of silver. It asked for the repeal of 
the requirement to purchase silver bullion and 
issue Treasury notes thereon, and the reopen- 
ing of the mints to unrestricted coinage of 
gold and silver into dollars “of the present 
standard, these gold and silver dollars to be 
exactly equivalent to legal-tender units of ac- 
count in the United States.” It w also re- 
ported from Washington that it is intended to 
introduce a bill providing for the free coinage 
of the silver produced from the mines of the 
United States, but to surround that by restric- 
tions which will prevent the silver of other 
countries from being coined in our mihts, 
The folks who advocate the passage of these 
measures seem to labor under the impression 
that by stich means the selling value and pur- 
chasing power of silver can be lifted by legis- 
lation to one-sixteerith that of an equal weight 
of gold. The friends of the proposed bill pro- 
fess to believe this could be accomplished by 
introducing the protective feature, if not 
without it. Unfortunately the present policy 
of the government, under the act of last year, 


| tends to foster such a delusion. It is pointed 


to as proof that the sixteen ratio dollar and 
the paper based upon it does circulate on an 
equality with gold, but they willfully ignore 
the fact that it does so simply because of the 
gold guarantee which would vanish into thin 
air with the adoption of free coinage or even 
limitation of such coinage to the American 
product. For though the latter is now but ap- 
proximately equal to the annual output of 
our mines there can be no doubt they would 
largely increase their production if it were 
possible for their owners to realize the differ- 
ence between the commercial value of silver 
and the nominal value conferred on it by a 
mint stamp declaring it to be worth one-six- 
teenth as much as an equal weight of gold. If 
unable to make the coins circulatg at more 
than their bullion value, as would surely be 
the case under the proposed conditions, they 
would not ‘be as well off as now, since there 
can be no doubt that thecommercial quotation 
for silver would be lower if unsustained by the 
purchase made each month for Treasury hold- 
ing under the law. 

It is right to insist on receiving a full dol- 
lar’s worth of bullion, whether the same be of 
gold or silver, for every dollar of paper that is 
issued against it by the Treasury of the United 
States. Otherwise the government would 
some time find itself in the unpleasant pre- 
dicament of having to pay the difference out 
of taxes collected from the people. But it 
should also be honest enough to pay out a 
dollar’s worth of bullion for each dollar of 
that paper when, presented for redemption. 
It does so in the case of gold. Why not with 
silver? It now contents itself with paying, or 
agreeing to pay, only 74 cents’ worth of silver 
on the piece of paper for which it received a 
hundred cents’ worth of silver. This is not fair. 
It is not honest. And as a matter of policy it 
belongs to the statecraft of the olden times, 


debasing the coin of the realm at pleasure and 
then deliberately robbing some rich subject if 
the first squeezing process had not yielded 
enough to satisfy their despotic desires. The 
policy should have no place in this enlightened 
age, when governments are supposed to be 
instituted and maintained for the good of the 
people. It is all the more objectionable 
in ‘this instance because it lends 
an air of official sanction. to the 
false theory that the folks who buy and sell 
any named product, whether of the mines, 
fields, or factories, do not know its value and 
are not capable of deciding the point between 


because it is quoted by the silver mine owners 
as a certification that they could do the same, 
calling 74 cents’ worth of silver a dollar and 
forcing the American peaple to take it at that 
exaggerated measure of value, which the peo- 
ple would not. To go back to the good, old- 
fashioned plan of paying out a dollar where a 
dollar has been received, which in the case of 
silver would mean paying out some 500 grains 
of silver for each dollar, would not only be 
honest but it-would knock from under the 
advocates of premature silver coinage in this 
country one of their principal arguments. 
Why not, then, insist upon having a dollar’s 
worth of kilver paid out for a dollar, according 
to the measure of its value established by the 
men who buy itin the markets of the world 
and the sellers who know how much more 
cheaply it can be produced than a few years 
ago? If we were to have a dollar’s worth of 
silver required to be delivered for each dollar 
no one would be harmed by the coinage of 
the metal. If the leading nations of the world 
can agree asto the quantity of silver that is 
worth a dollar what prospect of success is 
there if we undertake to establish for it a 
widely different standard either way? Let 
the United States set an example to those 
nations of honesty in the sale as well as in 
the purchase of silver and they all the sooner 
Will be able to arrive at a tenable. 3

DEEPER WATERWAYS. 

The convention at Detroit has done just 
about what was expected of it. Resolutions 
were adopted praying for a channel of not Jess 
than twenty feet deep through the great lakes 
and connecting rivers, and for a similar water- 
way from the great lakes through our own ter- 
ritory to the Atlantic Ocean. The first of 
these measures is highly desirable. The sec- 
ond is not. The changing conditions of com- 
merce require channels to be at least twice as 
deep as those which contented interior navi- 
gators a few years ago, and by the time such 
a waterway was completed the proposed 
depth would be none too great to meet the 
further expanding necessities of a few years in 
the future. The larger the vessel, other things 
being equal, the more cheaply can treight be 
transported, and the carrying capacities of 
our lake craft are now limited by the depth 
of water available in the channels they have 
to traverse in passing from one lake to an- 
other. The difficulty is increased by the fact 
that we are now in a season of low water with 
no assurance of a speedy material rise in con- 
sequence of greater rainfall on the area that 
drains into the lakes. The invention of the 
whaleback has rendered it possible to trans- 
port larger cargoes with the same draft as 
heretofore, but does not obviate the need for a 
deepening of the channels alluded to. It 

simply defers a little the time when such im- 
provement will be recpgnized as an impera- 
tive necessity.

THE GEORGIA TARIFF PROGRAM. 

The Atlanta Constitution is the most influ- 
ential paper in Georgia, and expresses gen- 
erally the prevailing sentiment of the De- 
mocracy of that important State. It is not 
the organ of Speaker Crisp. It is possible 
that its views are not his, but the probabilities 
are that the newspaper and the Speaker are in 
accord, and what the Constitution has to say 
on the tariff question agrees with what Mr. 
Crisp thinks. 

The Constitution recalls the attention of 
Democrats to the fact that it opposed the rad- 
ical tariff policy of its party in 1888, and inti- 
mates that the defeat of that year would have 
been avoided had its advice been taken. Then 
it takes up the three propositions which have 
been made regarding the tariff policy of the 
Democrats in Congress—to frame a general 
tariff bill, to prepare several small ones nib- 
bling at the subject, and to pass a bill for the re- 
pealof the McKinley law and the restoration of 
the old tariff. The Atlanta paper thinks the first 
of these would be a waste of time and would 
be barren of results, It says of the second, 
which is the plan of the mgenious Mr. 
Springer: 

It is reasonably attractive, but it has this objec- 
tion—that any single measure of reduction which 
might go through Congress would redound as 
much to the credit of the Harrison administra- 
tion and the Republican party as to tne credit of 
the Democrats. It is not good politics to play 


into the hands of your opponents and give them 
an opportunity to correct their mistakes. 


The third proposition, which is fathered by 
Gov. Hill, meets with more favor. The Con- 
stitution says: 

It strikes us as eminently 8 and direct. It 
makes the acts of the billion dollar Congress the 
issue, and itis an issue that the most ignorant 
voter can comprehend. 

The reasoning of Gov. Hill is that the Dem- 
ocratic victories in 1890 were due largely to 
popular dissatisfaction with the McKinley law, 
and he argues that if that same law could be 
made the issue in 1892 the Democrats would 
fare about as well as they did two years be- 
fore. So he suggests that the House pass a 
bill repealing the tariff legislation of the last 
Congress. The Senate will refuse to pass it 
and the issue will be made for next year. The 
Constitution is convinced of the soundness of 
this scheme. It thinks the wisest thing the 
Democrats can do is to go into the Presiden- 
tial contest demanding the restoration of the 
tariff @f 1883-’90, although while that tariff 
wasin force the Democrats denounced its 
“robber duties,” drafted the Mills bill as a 
protest against them, and fought and lost a 
Presidential campaign on that measure. 

The Constitution says with great frankness 
that the thing to do is to elect a President 
** Democratic success is more important than 
any single issue, and the policy of the party 
should be molded wholly by considerations of 
success. And as any rough handling of the 
tariff question will involve defeat it is anx- 
ious that the voters should be convinced that 
there is no intention of attacking the pro- 
tective principle. It says: 

The first and best thing to do is to convince the 
country that mugwumpism, whether that term 


covers free trade or Republican monometallism, is 
no longer a part of the Democratic program. 


This will please the New York Sun, but how 
will the Times and Evening Post and the mug- 
wumps relish it? The latter are given full 
notice that the free trade in quest of which 
they left the Republican for the Democratic 
party is repudiated by the latter, and that the 
only difference between the two organizations 
is as to the measure of the protection f be 
given American industries by tariff laws. 


TRYING TO SETTLE THE CAR-COUPLER 
QUESTION. 

Probably a third of the accidents to railway 
employés happen while they are coupling and 
uncoupling cars. The total number of per- 
sons killed and maimed under such circum- 
stances must exceed 7,000 ayear. Some of 
these accidents were due no doubt to the care- 
lessness of the men themselves, but in most 
cases they were not to blame. There has been 
a growing feeling therefore that the use of 
automatic car-couplers ought to be made 
obligatory on the roads, so that one great 
cause of death and mutilation might cease. 
There are innumerable patents for such coup- 
lers. Each patentee stands up for the merits 
ofhisown. Railroad men differ on the sub- 
ject. It would stir up great strife if Congress 
iteelf were to adopt one particular pattern. 

Therefore Senator Cullom has introduced a 
bill which provides for the compulsory use of 
automatic’ couplers and power brakes on 
freight cars, but leaves the question of the de- 
vice to be adopted to the popular vote of the 
persons concerned. Each railroad company 
is to cast one vote for every freight car it 
owns, and each freight trainman is to have a 
vote. Should the total number cast be 600,000, 
and should any particular coupler get over 
500,000, then it is to be adopted as the standard. 
Should there be no such unanimity, then the 
choice must be made by a commission of five 
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through this port, nor any facilities for con- 
ducting such trade.” They say that such ship- 
ments have often been made and the grain 
meets with general satisfaction on arrival in 
Europe, as is evinced by the lack of a single 
complaint regarding the shipment of more 
than 14,000,000 bushels of corn alone during 
last season, nor regarding wheat which is now 
being shipped at the rate of more than a 
million bushels per month; also that 
corn has been kept in the elevators at New 
Orleans from December till the following 
July, when it was shipped and arrived on the 
other eide of the Atlantic in splendid condi- 
tion. i 

Upon this the paper publishing the letter 
affirms that New Orleans is fast becoming the 
port of shipment for all Western and Nortb- 
western agricultural produce, is rapidly be- 
coming the favorite route, as it is the easiest 
and cheapest, and that the lapse of another 
year or two will probably show it to be the 
only route. It also tries to take credit to it- 
self for having raised an outcry because Tuz 
Tarpunm refused to see the subject in that 
ridiculous light, though admitting that the... 
people of New Orleans might legitimately ex- 
pect a considerable increase in their export 
and import trade. Taz Trrsuns did point 
out the existence of a Gulf Stream and a moist, 
warm air above it as an incidént of grain ship- 
ments from that port to Europe, but only as 
an offset to the foolish claim made in other 
language but substantially as above stated. If 
the T'imes-Democrat would not brag so much, 
or do it in less outrageous terms, it would be 
spared the self-imposed task of defending the 
commercial reputation of New Orleans as 
against Tur Trisunz, and would have no 
apology for calling on the merchants of that 
city to come to its support. Requoting from 
its editorial that “the lapse of another 
year or two will probably show it [New Or- 
leans} to be the only route for grain shipped 
from the West and Northwest, it may be asked 
if the merchants near the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi are expected to indorse such a school- 
boy utterance and denounce any paper which 
may have the hardihood to hint that the 
writer of such a sentence must have been 
„talking through his hat.“ 

The Times-Democrat 3 de worked 
up over the supposition that Thicago and 
other places whose trade will materially suffer 
by the change of route may squirm.“ Chica- 
go is not going to find fault with New Orleans 
if the latter succeeds in largely increasing its 
business. On the contrary, it expects it to do 
so by the opening up cf reciprocal trade rela- 
tions with the countries to the south of us, 
and our people have an idea that such aug- 
mented business will be at least in part for 
our benefit and for that of the great majority 
of dwellers in the Mississippi Valley. But it 
is the sheerest kind of nonsense to prate about 
that being the only route to Europe. Even if 
there were no Chicago in existence, and if all 
the through railroad routes to the seaboard 
from this city and points further south could 
be blotted out, that Munchausenish dream 
would be as far from realization as ever. The 
produce of the Northwest would find a pretty 
satisfactory outlet via Lake Superior. But 
Lake Michigan and the railroads that pass 
are still 
open for business and will continue to carry 
vast quantities of produce to the Atlantic 
coast, and the merchants who patronize those 
routes can afford to see New Orleans receive 
the share that naturally belongs to it, what- 
ever the magnitude of that share may be. 
The business- men c of New Orleans should look 
for their grievance nearer home than is Chi- 
cago. They ought to be wise enough to know 
that the worst enemy of a cause is the foolish 
advocate who renders it a subject of ridicule 
to the extent of his poor powers of laudation 
and fosters the suspicion that it is a bad cause 
which needs support from transparent mis- 
representation of both facts and possibilities. 


THE CHILEAN SITUATION. 

It is believed in naval circles in Washmgton 
that Chilean affairs are fast reaching a critical 
phase. The insulting circular purporting to 
be instructions to legations in this country” 
and Europe by the Chilean Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, the constant vilification of Min- 
ister Egan and of Americans generally, the 
vexatious delay in replying to our demand for 
information concerning the Valparaiso affair, 
and Chile’s secret purchase of arms in Europe, 
as well as its message to France to hurry up 
the warship, the Capitan Prat, all strengthen 
the belief that the situation is a serious one. 

It looks now as if the only measures that 
will bring this insolent little nation to terms 
must be severe ones, and it will not be remark- 
able if the President very soon sends a special 
message to Congress asking authority to noti- 
fy it of this country’s ultimatum and to send 
war vessels there for that purpose. Delay 
under the circumstances cannot be anything 
but dangerous. What is needed is prompt ac- 
tion, so that Chile may not have the opportu- 
nity of getting ready for war. If it is deter- 
mined upon war, then the sooner the blow is 
struck the better. It is not a time for inde- 
cision or compromise. The arguments to be 
addressed to this insolent power are those 
which usually come from the mouths of rifled 
cannon, and they are the only ones that will 
bring that bumptious country to, terms, 
Though our navy is not as strong us it should 
be, there is no question at the Navy Depart- 
ment that it is strong enough to cope with the 
Chilean, and that a sufficient number of ves- 
sels can be sent there for such work as is 
needed in the vindication of our national 
honor and redressing of repeated insults to 
our flag. At the same time the situation 
emphasizes the necessity of pushing the con- 
struction of the new navy and of protecting 
our harbors with high power guns as *peedily 
as possible. Our national security, commer- 
cial interests, and public welfare depend upon 
it. It is a pity that the New York and one 
of the big battleships are not ready to dis- 
patch to Valparaiso. It will be a disgrace if 
we are caught this way again. W must have 
a fleet so strong that these insults cannot be 


repeated.

DEATH OF LADY DE ROS, 


She Was Present at the Ball Given on the 
Eve of Waterloo. 
(SPECIAL ca.] 

Lowpor, Dec. 18.— The death of the Dow- 
ager Baroness de Ros, which occurred Thurs- 
day, has been the occasion of a great deal of 
retrospective comment because she represent- 
ed one of the few and rapidly decreasing links 
which bound the last with the present century. 
A curious fact in connection with the death 
of this venerable lady is that about a 
year ago the Daily Telegraph, alone of the 
London papers, printed an announcement of 
her death, and naturally thought it had a 
piece of exclusive information. Unhappily, 
however, for the paper, though it was a source 
of much gratification to her family, the an- 
nouncement was very premature. Yesterday 
morning, however, when every other paper in 
the city had announced her death, the Daily 
Telegraph alone omitted to announce the fact. 

Another curious fact is that her death has 
stimulated the demand for copies of 
Vanity Fair, which it will be remembered 
treats so largely of the events of which her 
deceased ladyship was an eye-witness. and 
some of the book-etalls have not been able to 
meet the unexpeeted demand. 


[Lady de Ros was born in 1795, and was the 
third daughter of the fourth Duke of Richmond 
by his marriage with the sister of the last Duke 
of Gordon. Asa girl she was beautiful and at- 
tractive, and was really something of a historical 
character, for she was present at the memorable 
ball given by her mother at Brussels on the eve of 
the battle of Waterloo, at which time she was 
about 20 years old, and, like English girls of that 
age, was guished for her beautiful 
complexion, as well as for much natural 
vivacity of manner. She used frequently to de- 
scribe the sensation produced when what Byron 
calls The Revelry by Night" was rudely inter- 
rupted by the ominous call to arms, and the En- 
glish officers went straight from the ball-room to 
the battlefield.

BISHOP OF WINCHESTER DEAD. 


Demise of Edward Harold Browne of the 
Church of Engliand—Mortuary Mention.

He was born at Morton House, Buckingham, 
in 1811. He was graduated as wrangler from 
Emanuel College, Cambridge, in 1832.

lege, and afterward became incumbent of St. 


James, and of Sidwells. Exeter, in 1841. 
In 1849 he was appointed Vicar of 
Konwin, Cornwall. and bendary of Exe- 
ter.

HE MANAGED TO KILL FOUR. 


Conviction of a Man Who Started In to 
Poison a Whole Family. 

Brussers, Dec. 18.—A shoemaker named 
Vanderavers of Namur, who was on trial there 
on the charge of attempting to poison his 
brother, has been found guilty and sentenced 
to death. The evidence showed that he mur- 
dered three of his brothers and a sister before 
he made the attempt to take the life of his 
other brother. The chances of the convicted 
man suffering the death penalty are, however, 
rather remote. The King of the Belgians is 
notoriously tender hearted, and he almost in- 
variably commutes all sentences of capital 
punishment. 

Vanderavers was prompted to the murders 
by cupidity. He intended to kill the whole 
family, numbering seven persons, in order to 
obtain their small savings. He poisoned two 
brothers and a sister in the autumn of 1889, 
and a younger brother in February, 1891. 
Another brother was seized with a mysterious 
illness in March last, but the doctor gave anti- 
dotes and saved his life. The prisoner’s 
blundering attempts to divert suspicion on 
that occasion led to his detection. Arsenic was 
found in his house and the prisoner cunfessed. 


CAN’T RAISE MONEY FOR THE CUP. 


The Fifteenth Century Vessel Will Not Get 
Into the British Museum,

Suicide of John Henry Thompson, Sus- 
pected of Stealing Mrs, Roberts’ Jewelry.

Lowpor, Dec. 18.—John Henry Thompson, 
late butler to Minister Lincoln, who was ac- 
cused by Mrs. Marshall O. Roberts of stealing 
some valuable diamonds, was discharged 
from the service of Mr. Lincoln 
Nov. 19 on account of drunkenness and 
strange behavior. Nov. 17 Thompson went to 
Scotland Yard and gave himself into custody, 
saying that detectives were shadowing him all 
over town and suspecting him of some crime. 
The police locked him up and made inquiries, 
but found that there-was no foundation for his 
statement and so let him go. He acted strangely, 
and spoke in an incoherent manner. After he 
was dismissed Thompson went to live with his 
wife and children at No. 39 Onslow Garden, 
Kensington, as a caretaker of the empty 
house. He continued to act strangely, and 
last Tuesday, after dinner, he went up-stairs 
and cut his throat from ear to ear with

TO SURMOUNT THE DIFFICULTY. 


Building Suggestions Made by the Fire 
Underwriters’ Committee. : 

The Pire Underwriters’ Association at its 

session Thursday received the followmg com- 

munication from its committee appointed to 


consider the high-building question: 

Your committee, to whom was referred the con- 
sideration of the subject of the construction of 
high buildings, with the request that they formu- 
late suitable resolutions for adoption by the Chi- 
cago Fire Underwriters’ A ation, beg to re- 
port t they have given the matter careful con- 
sideration, and while they are of the opinion that 
ana ximation to.a uniformity in the height of 
buil in the business part of the city would 
be much better for all parties interested, fact 
remains that buildings of extraordinary height 
have already been erected, thereby greatly in- 
creasing the earning capacity of the ground upon 
which they stand. This has induced the con- 
struction vf others of like character, until the 
underwriters are confronted with the question as 
to how far this can be carried with safety to the 
interests they represent. When we come to con- 
sider the rapidity with which changes of all 
kinds are effected at the present time wo natural- 
ly hesitate about assuming that the safe con- 
struction of high buildings is impossible, espe- 
cially when occupied for office purposes. 

It appears to be a pretty well settled fact that 
with the appliances at present in use by the fire 
departments of large cities it is not possible to 
reach a height of over eighty-five feet from the 

und with any expectation of effective serv- 
ce. it ‘therefore necessarily follows that 
in er to reach a greater height recourse 
must be had to adjoining buildings, or else the 
fire must be reached from below. The latter is 
always an extremely difficult as well as danger- 
ous undertaking. So that unless some new ap- 
pliance can be found for promptly and effectively 
tting water to the fire, your committee would 
fave no hesitation in stating that a fire in the 
upper portion of a building cannot be effectively 
handled. 

We are of the opinion that if a proper system 
well established. whereby water could be fore 
under high pressure to all parts of such buildings, 
subject to instant use, through permanent pipes, 
with small hose constantly attached se that in 
case of fire the water could be thrown with great 
force by simply turning a stop-cock, still greater 
height might with safety be permitted. ;

iness to be carried on. To do this effectively a 
capable committee should be appointed to draft 
this ordinance, and then the public should see 
that it is 11 — by the City Council. The Com-

THEY HAVE RAISED THE RATES. 


Insurance Companies Will Tax Minneapo- 
Ne Jobbers More Heavily. 

Minstearotis, Minn., Dec. 18.— [Special.] — 
The ihauguration today by all T City in- 
surance companies of an increase rates on 
all jobbing risks created no special surprise 
here, as it was announced a month ago that 
the insurance companies would take no more 
risks at the oid rates afterJan.1. ‘Ihe night 
of Nov. 18 the big wholesale houses 
of Griggs. Cooper & Co. and of 
Ozmun, Kirke 4 Co. of 
St. Paul, were burned, entailing a loss of 
$900,000; less than a week later the Nortb 
Star Boot and Shoe company building in 
Minneapolis was destroyed, the loss footing 
up $600,000. This loss of $1,500,000 set the 
insurance ple to. figuring, and at a secret 
meeting y came to the conclusion that 
rates in St. Paul and Minneapolis on jobbing 
houses were an average of 30 per cent too low. 

A little more than 100 houses will be affected 
in the Twin Cities. Insurance men here say 
that the instructions they received to raise 
rates today apply also to St. Louis, Kansas 
City. Chicago, and all other large jobbing cen- 
ters. So far as St. Paul and Minneapolis are 
concerned no new risks will be taken at the 
old figures. The policies now standing will 
be — to expire, but if renewed the 
advance must be paid. Said Judge William 
L. Leaeh, Secretary of the Minneapolis Un- 
derwriters’ Association today: 

The new move was inevitable and had 
been foreseen for sometime. It is simply an 
equalizing of risks. Heretofore the smaller

classes of the insured have been paying the’ 


larger risks proportionately, just as the poor 
man pays more tax in proportion than the 
rich man. The new rates, which are based 
upon area, height of building, floor space, 
etc., will demand equally of the big wholesaler 
and the small retailer. The jobbers are the 
only peonle affected by the rise. All other 
rates remain as heretofore.’’ There have been 
no remonstrances from the jobbers yet, but 
there vrobably will be when they come to re- 
new existing policies. 


BEET SUGAR IS BOOMING IN NEBRASKA. 


Close of an Enthusiastic Canvention at Lin- 
coln—Spirited Proceedings. 

Lixcolx, Neb., Dec. 18.—)Special.]—The 
Beet Sugar convention adjourned today, and 
though it was rather an informal meeting it 
will doubtless accomplish much good. Mr. 
Weygert of Red Willow County said that he 
Was a practical farmer and was there for busi- 
ness. In his sectior they could raise millions 
of beets and he was after a factory. He came

Indorsement of the Scheme of Deep Water 
to Tide Water—Opposition to This Plan 
from Buffalo—A Lively Tilt Between 


Daluth and Superior—Chicago’s Canal | 


Street Bridge Not a Pertinent Subject 
for Discnssion — Resume of the Day’s 
Proceedings. : 

Derrorr, Mich., Dec. 18.—[Special.}]—The 
great Deep Waterways convention has come 
and gone, and all who take a true interest in 
our great merchant marine, the ple of 
Buffdlo alone excepted, are delighted with the 
work mplished. Not only did the brains 
of the country, as reprepresented by 200 of its 
energetic business-men, declare for a 21-foot 
channel through the ‘great lakes, but the 
scheme of a deep-water channel to tide- 
water was indorsed. Buffalo was in her fight- 


ing clothes opposing the tide-water plan, 


while Oswego, who expects most imme- 
diately and surely to benefit, was accorded 
the leadership in the fight for the great 
scheme. It early appeared that Buffalo’s only 
possible hope for aid lay in the delegates who 
owed greater allegiance to the railroad than 
the marine interests, and when it came to a 
showing down of hands over the adoption of 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions 
this possible support was buta dream. The 
Buffalo members of the convention controlled 
their own votes and no more. same was 
true in the committee, 

One of the amusing features of the conven- 
tion occu when J. S. Dunham of Chicago 
offered resolutions expressing appreciation of 
the Lag ee compiled by William Living- 
stone of roit on the twenty-one-foot chan- 
nel. That aroused the ire of F. C. Bryant, 
who hails from Superior, Wis., and who 
claimed that the pamphlet boomed Duluth at 
the expense of Superior. 

The boy who printed that pamphlet didn’t 
know what he was about,“ exclaimed Bryant. 
tell you Superior is bigger than Duluth 
any day in the week.”’ 

Mr. Bryant was howled down and Mr. Dun- 
ham’s resolution was adopted. 

After the

ACTION OF THE CONVENTION. 


Resolations -Looking to the Advancement 
of Deep Water Eastern Communication. 
Derroit, Mich., Dec. 18.—When the deep 

waterways convention assembled this morn- 
ing the Committee on Resolutions reported a 
lengthy memorial to the Senate and House of 
Representatives setting forth the history of 
lake navigation and dilating upon the impor- 
tance of the twenty-foot channel from Buffalo 
to Duluth and Chicago. The memorial 
abounds in interesting statistics, all of which 
go to show the advantage to be derived from 
the proposed action, and earnestly appeals to 
Congress for such legislation as will provide 
‘for the immediate beginning of such work at 
each of the required localities as will insure 
the completion of a twenty-foot channel along 
the whole line by the time the works now in 
progress onthe St. Mary’s River are com- 
pleted. The report of the committee also em- 
bodies the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this convention does hereby re- 
spectfully and earnestly request and urge Con- 
gress to authorize the immediate commencement 
and speedy completion of an unobstructed chan- 
nel not less than twenty feet in depth and of suf- 
ficient width through the lakes and their connect- 
ing waters between Chicago, Duluth, Superior, 

and Buffalo. and that the Secretary of War 

be authorized to make contracts for the entire 
work and a sufficient sum of money be appro- 
priated therefor. 

WHereEas, Every consideration of prosperity in 
time of peace and protection in time of war de- 
mands the construction of a waterway of sufli- 
cient capacity to allow the free passage of ves- 
sels drawing twenty feet of water through our 
own territory from thé great lakes to the Atlantic

MEMPHIS DISCRIMINATED AGAINST. 


Transportation Lines Mulcting the Southern 
City fora Half Million Dollars Yearly. 
Mempuis, Tenn., Dec. 18.— Special. |}—The 

inter-State commerce trial before Judge Ham- 

mond of the United States Circuit Court rested 
today waiting the government to procure evi- 

dence. More than six months ago John C, 

Rogers, the General Southern Agent of the 

Nickel-Plate line, and four shippers were in- 

dicted by the United States grand jury, 

charged with violation of the Inter-State 

Commerce law. Thomas C. Keyer, one of the 

shippers indicted, has been on trial this week. 

The evidence showed that he shipped over the 

Nickel-Plate line bales ofcotton. He paid 

the current rate of ht from Memphis to 

the cotton’s destination, 554¢ cents, with a re- 
bate of 8 cents when the shipper takes the 
risk of marine ihsurance from Memphis to 

Cincinnati. The 1 for the government 

contend that Keyer violated the tenth section 

of the Inter-State C@mmerce act in accepting 
the differential rate of 8 cents on 100 pounds 
on the shipment, 

Among the documents introduced in the 
evidence is cotton tariff. No. 9, a nimeo- 
graph copy of a rate schedule prepared by the 
Central Traffic Association. According to that 
tariff any valley town except Memphis can 
ship cotton at cents per 100 pounds. 
Walia. Natchez, Gréenville, West Memphis, 
Hopetield, or any other cotton shipping point 
can ship the cotton to Eastern points for 29! 
cents per 100 pounds, but Memphis is requir 
to pay 3444 center ause Memphis did 
not do this and discriminate ainst her- 
self, thus violati the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, it is claimed that certain 
members of the Central Traffic Association 
tried to enforce a discriminating rate of five 
cents the 100 pounds on all cotton shipped 
from Memphis. This discrimination was sole- 
ly against Memphis compressed cotton, as the 
tariff shows. This would give the carrier the 
extra five cents a hund and discriminate 
against the Memphis shipper. 

When it is considered that Memphis is one 
of the largest shipping points in the South it 
can be seen that even this small rate would 
mean over a half million dollars a year in 
favor ot the transportation lines. 


GRIP STILL PUSHING ONWARD. 


the Disease Appearing in 
Many Cities. 

Derrort, Mich., Dec. 18.— ] Special. ]—With- 
in the last two weeks, with the comparatively 
warm weather and occasional falls of snow 
and showers of rain, la grippe has reappeared 
in this city, but witha greatly decreased num- 
ber of victims. Physicians seen today report 
that while the number afflicted is enormous 
in the aggregate, it is certainly much less 
than during the epidemic of 1889-’90. Another 
point in favor of the present visitation is tne 
fact that fatalities are few and far between, 
while last year they became plarmingsy fre- 
quent. All the physicians seen take grip 
very seriously, owing to its tendency to de- 
velop lung complications, and advise that in 
the most trivial cases the patient should con- 
sider himself too ill to go outdoors.

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‘CLOSE OF THE STATE NATIONAL 
GUARD CONVENTION. 


Yesterday’s Gathering Opened with a Paper 

by Maj. Elliott Duarand—Followed by a 

“ Diséussion — The Debate of the Day 

.Regun’ by Col. Judd—IIlinois Legislators 

Criticised by Capt. Hardenbrook—Elec.- 

tion of Officers for the Ensuing Tear 
The Delegates at the Theater. 

Maj. Elliott Durand read a paper on “ The 
Benefits to Be Derived from Belonging to the 
National Guard at the opening of the session 
of the Illinois National Guard Association 
yesterday maning. He believed that the 
benefits of such a membership were physical, 
mental, moral, commercial, and social. The 
“setting up” exercises were alone worth a 
term of enlistment, and that was only the be- 
giuning of the instruction. After mastering 
this first lesson,“ said the speaker, the re- 
cruit for the first time is instructed in the art 
of locomotion. He is surprised to discover 
that he never before had learned to walk. It 
is a matter of record and history that the mili- 
tary profession has developed less moral 
scapegoats than other professions. The pro- 
fession of arms has always been an implied 
guarantee of henor.” 

He then discussed the question of military 
training as a part of the education in public 
schools. By the recent reduction in the 
United States army many future graduates of 
West Point Military Academy would be with- 
out commands. As they were educated by the 
government at great expense, their abilities 
might be utihzed by placing them - as in- 
structors in the various public schools of the 
country. It would instill a sense of patriotism 
in the boys, and that alone would make the 
suggestion worthy of thought. “ This train- 
ing must be uniform,” said he. “It may 
not be practical to have a class in 
military training m every district or village 
school, but wi easy reach of nearly every 
boy in the State there should be a school of 
note to which he may be sent at a small cost. 
The exercises will be healthful, the enjoyment 
of the pupils keen, and they will be ripe for 
additional lessons of patriotism. In time it 
would become one of the necessary qualifica. 
tions of a 9 reo. al that he understand army 
tactics. is subject is well worth the serious 
thought of all patriotic American citizens.” 

The matter was discussed by Capt. Blanch- 
ard, Col. Koch, Col. Smith, Capt. McGirr, and 
Adjutant-General Doe of Wisconsin. 


Opened the Day’s Debate. 


Col. Judd opened the day’s debate, the sub- 
ag being: “ Military Code of Mlinois. 

e claimed that the code did not give com- 
pany commanders sufficient authority over 
their men in that there was no specific alty 
which might be imposed for minor offenses. 
Col. Bennett called Adjutant-General Reece to 
the chair and took part in the discussion. He 
claimed that the code did provide a penalty; 
that the code gave che officers of this State the 
same authority that the articles of war gave 
to officers of the regular army. In 
connection with the matter Maj. rand 
offered a resolution debarring dishonorabl; 
discharged enlisted men from ever entering 
the service of the State again unless the officer 
making the application for discharge removes 
the disabilities. This was taken up at the 
afternoon session and amended by Gen. Fitz- 
Simons to read ‘ Disabilities be legally re- 
moved. A protracted discussion followed. 
The President believed the resolution to be 
anconstitutional. When put to a vote the 
measure was lost. 

At the afternoon session Capt. Henry R. 
Brinkerhoff of the Fifteenth Infantry read an 
interesting paper on Battle Tactics.” 
Lieut, Alexis R. Paxton, also of the Fifteenth 
Infantry, read a descriptive article on “ The 
Battle of Stone River.“ Capt. W. T. Harden- 
brook followei with a paper on Rifle Com- 

titions. In his article he criticised the 
egislative committee, alleging that unjusti- 
fiable strategy was used in securing the appro- 
priation for a northern rifle range. He said 
that one of the members of that committee 
had intended using the money for the pur- 
chase of a camp. This in his opinion 
was not treati the islature fairly. 
Col. Koch responded to the charge and denied 
emphatically that there was any idea or inten. 
tion on the part of the committee to act other- 
wise than honorably. He believed that when

CONSOLIDATION OF THREE BUREAUS. 
A Proposed Municipal Change to Promote 
} fliciency. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Chetlain is 
now preparing an order for the consolidation 
of three of the city bureaus into one depart- 
ment under a chief to be known as the Super- 
intendent of Lights. The bureaus in question 
are those over which the Gas Inspector, the 
City Electrician, and the Superintendent of 
Oil Lamps preside. Under one head the work 
of those three bureaus, it is said, would be less 
expensive and more efficient. The Gas Inspec- 
tor’s duties begin nowhere and end nowhere 
under present arrangements, and mousy, 
seems to kuow what the Superintendent of Oil 
Lamps does.

SOUTH SIDE CROSS-TOWN LINES, 


All but One of Those Desired Likely to 
Re Haullt. 

It is understood that the South Side rail- 
Way coinpany bas agreed to operate the pro- 
posed Seveuty- fifth street line if the property- 
owners will lay the tracks.. A number of the 
property-owners had a conference with mem- 
bers of the Council committee having this 
subject under consideration yesterday, and

The Fifty-seventh street line would 
be laid. but that tho hfare is not yet 
opened the entire — lines to be con- 
structed are, as stated yesterday: Thirty- fifth 
street, from the present western terminus of 
the line to California avenue; Forty-seventh 
street, frum Ashland to Western avenue; and 
Forty-seventh street, east from State to Cot- 

Grove avenue. The Halsted street line 
will be extended south from Sixty-ninth to 
Seventy-ninth street. 

In return for those concessions the Council 
will, it is said, pass the loop ordinance. Some 
of the Aldermen, however, are of opinion that 
the loop should run north en Michigan avenue 
to Randolph street, instead of turning at 
Washington street. But the Wr prefers 
to turn on Washington street. u this point 
there 1s said to be no doubt that an amicable 
arrangement will be reached. The ordinances 
will not be taken up until after the holidays.

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GENERAL REDUCTION IN PASSEN- 


GER RATES THREATENED. 


The Chicago and Alton Demands the With- 
drawal of Tickets Kansas City to Cin- 
cinnati via Chicago at Short Line Rates 
~A Serious Fight Will Follow if the 
Demand Is Not Complied With—Alton 
Conductors Must Give Surety Bonds— 
Other Railway News. 

There is a probability that the sale of tickets 
by the Santa Fé and other Missouri River 
roads from Kansas City to Cincinnati via Chi- 
cago at short-line rates will result in a general 
reduction of passenger rates between Kansas 
City and Chicago, 

Last Thursday evening General Passenger 
Agent Charlton personally called upon Chair- 
man Finley and informed, that geutleman that 
the regular business between Kansas City and 
Chicago was being ruined by the action of some 
of the association lines in applying short-line 
rates on tickets from Kansas City to Cincin- 
nati via Ohicago, which allowed of the scalp- 
ing of tickets and cutting of rates to Chicago. 
He told Mr. Finley that the practice must be 
stopped at once or the Alton would be com- 
pe in self-defense, to reduce the regular 
rates between Chicago and Kansas City.

vost. The Santa Fé itively de- 
clines to take its Cincinnati tickets 
via Chicago off sale so long as the Ohio and 
Mussissippi and other direct lines make re- 
duced rates from St. Louis. 

The latter roads, not being in the Western 
Passenger iation, cannot be compeiled 
to advance rates, and Chairman Finley is at 
his wits’ ends to find a remedy that will cure 
the evil. He is bringing strong pressure to 
bear upon the Santa Fé and other roads to 
withdraw their Cincinnati tickets from the 
market to prevent a rate war. : 

The Alton seems to be in dead earnest about 
thie matter, and if the tickets are not with- 
drawn today it is believed that it will reduce 
the rates from Kansas City to Chicago next 
Monday. 


SPOTTERS NO LONGER NEEDED. 


Conductors on the Chicago and Alton Must 
Give Surety Bonds. 

A circular just issued by Treasurer Foster 
to the passenger conductora of the Chicago 
and Alton states that for many years the Chi- 
cagoand Alton has required all its station 
agents, ticket agents, and cashiers to furnish 
bonds of suretyship to secure a proper per- 
formance of their respective duties.. The 
company has now decided to apply the same 
measure to its passenger conductors. 

Commenzmg Jan. 1, 1892, arrangements 
have been made with the United States Guar- 
antee company of New York for bonding pas- 
senger conductors to the amount of $500 each. 
No charge for such insurance premiums, or 
future annual renewals, will be made against 
conductors in service at the present time so 
ay by they remain in continues employment 
of company, 

Conductors are requested to fill out and 
sign in duplicate form of application, giving 
full Christian name, and answer all other 
questions appearing on the blank form ac- 
curately, particulariy remembering to give as 
references the names and postoffive or busi- 
ness address of three or more persons who 
are not related to them. These men must be 
householders and persons of good standiny, 
who have known the applicant well for the 
last five or more years; and they are request- 
ed not to refer to any officer or employé of 
the Chicago and Altem. 

By this means the Chicago and Alton ex- 

cts to secure able, honest, and efficient con- 

uctors, and avoid the necessity of employing 
spotters or detectives to find out whether con- 
ductors are honest or not, as some roads are 
in the habit of doing. Conductors who are 
honest and mean to do their duty, the Alton 
people think, will make no objection to the 
new requirement, and those who decline to 
give surety or are unable to get it are not 
wanted.

POWER RO’ THE PLANT. 


THE NEW EDISON STATION WILL 
LIGHT OVER 100,000 LAMPS. 


| 


To Be the Largest Central TIluminating 
Establishment in the World—The North 
and Northwest Parts of the City to Be 
Supplied with Light from It—The Adams 
Street House to Enlighten the Business 
Center and West Side— Directors Talk. 

Much speculation is being generally in- 
dulged in, especially by real-estate men, as to 
the location of the ground on which the Edi- 
son Hlectrie Lighting company proposes to 
erect. their. new mammoth electric lighting 

ant, 

. a wealthy corporation as the Edison 


company is will be expected to pay an im- 


mense sum for the site selected, and many a 
man in the real-estate business is hoping that 
the big oommission plum will fall to him. 

The company has already the largest central 
illuminating station in the world, and its con- 
struction was a pet project of Mr. Edison. Its 
system includes between 50,000 and 60,000 in- 
candescent lights and about 5,000 arc lights. 
At 4 o’clock each afternoon the dynamos carry 
a load of electricity capable of furnishing 
82,000. lights. The maximum supply expected 
for winter will be equal to the work of furnish- 
ing 35,000 lights. On arecent gloomy day, 
when it became suddenly dark, the machinery 
in the present station was made to yield the 
equivalent of 1,250 horse-power in six minutes, 
a feat that had never been equaled under sim- 
ilar conditions. 


The present plant is considered a model 


one, but the proposed station will leave it far 
behind it in many importent points, 

When Mr. Edison was here last winter he 
made a careful survey of the city, with the 
object of having several changes made in the 
matter of furnishing light. The station on 
Adams street he considered too complete in 
its way to dispense with altogether, but de- 
cided that it would be a valuable auxiliary to 
the projected plant. 

Capacity and Use of the New Plant. 

The new station will probably havea ca- 
pacity of from 5,000 to 10,000 horse power, 
which, on a rough ‘calculation, means pore 
to furnish from 100,000 to 150.000 lights.

During 
the intervening 1 months Finland is 
governed by its Senate, composed exclusively 
of Finns ** — the imperial vern- 
The Governor-General of Finland, 
who, as a rule, is a military man and 
completely ignorant of the country, its 
history or language, always consults the 
Senate, and never issues any orders to which the 
Senate does not consent. Should this new project 
of constitutional change materialize the power 
of the Senate would be reduced to a mere shadow, 
and the Governor-General rule the country in ac- 
cordance with the instructions received direct 
from the office of the foreign department in St. 
Petersburg. This is truly. “gall and vinegar’ 
for the Finns, who are at loss to understand the 
motives of this capricious &ttack on their Consti- 
tution, and whose loyalty to the imperial govern- 
ment is too well known to need any comment. 

The Finns are unanimous in opinion that the 
policy now pursued by the Emperor in dealing 
with the Grand Duchy of Finland is a disas- 
trous one both for the empire and for themselves. 
By nature not conspirators, and too intelligent 
not to realize that an armed revolt would not 
only aggravate matters but might culminate in a 
useless and terrible massacre even more frightful 
than the one suffered by the wretched Poles no 
later than 1863; smarting under the oppressive- 
ness of gross injustice, a feeling of intense hatred 
is generated in the breast of every Finn, while 
outward calmpess is preserved.

CHRISTMAS-TREE DECORATIONS.

“Some Preity Things to Delight Children 


and How to Make Them, 
Dull days of early darkness in December 
are illumined by the distant glimmer of the 
lights that will blaze on the Christmas tree. 
Heads ate planning and tingers busily work- 
ing for its adornment. Grown people usually 
think that there is nothing prettier for decora- 
tion than countless tiny candles of differ- 
ent colors shining among the dark green 
foliage, but children are delighted with 
novelties, and every year brings some fresh 
device. Little people are never happier than 


when cutting, pasting, and gilding, and if the 


tree in their own homes is prepared by the 
elders they often render efficient help in dress- 


ing the one which is to stand in the Sunday- | 


school. ‘h@reis no end to the various de- 
vices—each year brings some fresh novelty. 
Little hands can ‘cut chains of gold or silver 
paper, stars. crosses, or circles, or string 
popped corn, festoons of which form a pretty 
contrast with the dark foliage of the tree. 

A very beautiful effect is produced by fol- 
lowing King Winter's mode of Gecoration. 
For this purpose bits of cotton wool, repre- 
senting snow flakes, are gummed on the 
branches. The foliage is then smeared here 
and there with mucilage, over which granu- 
lated sugar is strewn, so that the tree looks 
as if it were covered with snow and hoar frost. 
Many children are delighted with the sight of 
birds’ nests among the branches. These are 
made of half an egg shell covered on the 
outside with moss, horse hair, and bits of 
gray. wool. Smooth, sugar-coated almonds 
or gilt or silvered hazel nuts can be used for 


eg 
Dainty little baskets, which can be used to 
hold candies on the tree and afterward serve 
other purposes, are fashioned from pliable 
of the pine tree after stripping off the 
needies.- Round baskets and catchalls are 
extremely pretty. For the round basket the 
tips of every two twi are crossed and 
wound with fine wire, while the lower ends 
are interwoven. The bottom is formed of four 
in each four-fifths of an inch long, crossei 
in form of a star; the handle is a twig four 
and a half inches long, fastened to the bottom 
and wound at the sides with wire. The little 
catchall has the same interwoven edge, but 
measures only seven inches around the top. 
For the bottom and the frame to which it is 
fastened somewhat larger twigs dre used, 
bound together with stout wire. The two 
1 pieces of the frame measure fdéur inches 
é the four cross pieces two and two-fifths 
inches, two inches, one and three-fifths inches, 
and four-fifths of an inch. After they are fin- 
ished they must be carefully varnished. Silk 
or satin bags may be fastened inside. 
Germany, where gilt and silvered nuts 
of all kinds are largely used for the orna- 
mentation of Christmas trees, come the fol- 
directions for the process: Cover the 
nut with athin coating of some glutinous sub- 
stance, such as white of mixed with water 
or ‘diluted gum arabic. Drive a sharpened 
match into one end of the nut to hold it by in 
order to avoid too much handling. After 
being coated with the glue put gold leaf on 
them, ng if lightly down with a soft 
linen ing Fir apples — cones can be 
gilded in the same way.— Washington Star.

But when you gently, paternal- 
ly chide her for this mischievous freak what 
do you think she does? Promise to be a good 
girl in future and run away to the school- 
room to console herself with toffee? Not a 
bit of it. She positively glories in the success 
of her trick. “Yes,” she says, without a 
blush, “ they are all wrong, for I was born in 
1805.”

Her Work Marks an Epoch in the History 
of Woman’s Emplovment.

A re- 
cital of her work would record an epoch in 
the history of woman’s employment, says

When fully equipped the Census Office num- 
bered in its local force about 8,200 clerks; 
over half of these were women, some divis- 
ions being composed almost entirely of them. 

Regarding the work of counting on the

“If I were to undertake this work again, 
having had the experience I have had, I should 
have no one but women on any of these three 
machines. I have found steadily from the 
beginning that women did more work and 
that more accurately than men. I suppose 
their superior delicacy of touch and alertness 
of vision are largely the cause of it, but I have. 
also found women more conscientious. If an 
enumerator writes poorly a man is more apt 
to guess at his answers and punch according- 
ly. A woman, I have found, will in the great- 
er number of cases take to decipher
